TOWN TAXES 

Strathmore taxpayers will receive somewhat of a 
shock when they receive their tax notices this month. 
There will be a considerable increase in the taxes. 

This is caused by several reasons. There is more 
‘roadwork, ete., being ‘done in town than for several years 
ipast. Alsa debenture payments have to be assured, as 
wood sidewalk debentures expire next year, and the total 
amount has tobe met. The assessment, also, has been re- 
duced, on account of a number of lots coming into the 
town's possession at the tax sale last year, and of outlying 
properties being converted from acre and Jot subdivisions 
into farm lands. 

It must also be remembered that Strathmore is still 
absolutely on a single tax basis, there being no tax on im- 
provements, and the assessment is low. Taxes here are 
istill light as compared with many other towns in the Prov- 
ince, and with next year the debenture debt will be very 
considerably reduced by the expiration of wood sidewalks, 
firewall, and school debentures. So that life in Strath- 
more still presents advantages financially.
